Schmidt, the-Perisian newspaperman who 
is circling the globe, reached here at 7:10 
to-night from Vancouver.’ He is one full 


he will reach Paris at the latest by next 
Friday . afternoon. He will then have 
completed the trip in sixty-nine days, or 
three full days below‘the unofficial record 
for the journey and earn days below the 
official record. .: 

Jaeger-Schmidt lost one full day ‘on ac- 
count of weather conditions on the trip 
across the Pacific. The ship was forced 
to lessen speed owing to fog. The traveler 
was held up for eighteen hours at Van- 
eouver waiting for thé Imperial limited. 
However, as he had gained two days on 
the trip across Europe and Siberia, he has 
sufficient margin to permit him to finish 
well within time, 

Jaeger-Schmidt leaves —— morn- 
ing for New York, where he will embark 
on the White Star steamship Olympic 
for Cherbourg. With favorable weather 
conditions he expects to réach the latter 
place by Friday noon. He will then pro- 
ceefi to Paris either by auto or by aero- 
plane, the weather conditions prevailing 
at the time of his arrival at Cherbourg 
determining in the choice of conveyance 
for the final stretch of the journey. 

By auto he states that the trip from 
Cherbourg to Paris can be accomplished 
in six hours, while by aeroplane thé Jour- 
ney can be made in two to three hours.

COMPROMISE ON STATEHOOD. 


New Bill Drawn to Meet thé Presi- 
dent’s Approval. © 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—With a com- 
plete agreement reached between the 
House and Senate Territories Committees 
on Statehood legislation, the fight over 
the last legislative act necessafy to ad- 
mit Arizona and New Mexico.to the Union 
will open to-morrow in the House. At 
that time Chairman Flood of the House 
committee will endeavor to have the 
House agree to.the Flood-Smith resolu- 
tion framed to-day to meet the objections 
of President Taft to the original Flood 
resolution ‘by eliminating the judicial re- 
call feature of the Arizona Constitution. 
Mr. Flood is convinced the House will 
pass the new resolution in place of the 

one the President vetoed. 

Tn_the Senate the fate of the new reso- 
‘lution ‘Is said to be more problematical, 
though Chairman William Alden Smith of 
the Senate committee is confident of its 
passage. Senator Bristow of Kansas is 
leading a-movement to pass the original 
Flood resolution over the President’s veto, 
while others may raise serious objection 
to. the Filood-Smith 1 tion. 

Under the terms the hew: measure 
the peopleof Arizona are required; as a 
condition precedent to admission, to agree 
by vote to the elimination of the recall 
provision in so far as it pertains to Judges 
of the courts, while fn the case of New 
Mexico the. original Flood provision mak- 
ing the Constitution easier of amendment 
was accepted in practically all its detatis. 


PUBLICITY BILL ADOPTED. 


House Votes 283 to 27— Already 
Through the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17~—The House 
to-day adopted by a vote of 283 to 27 the 
conference report on the campaign pub- 
licity bill. The report already has been 
adopted by the Senate, and the measure 
will go to the President at once. The 
action of the House was taken in spite 
of strenuous protest. by a few Southern 
members, who insisted *hat the primary 
election feature of the bill was an in- 
fringement upon State's rights. 

As finally adopted the bill stands prac- 
tically as it was amended by the Senate. 
It requires that all candidates for the 
Senate or House, either in general elec- 
tions, primaries, or nominating conven- 
tions, shall file statements of their ex- 
penses not more than fifteen nor Jess 
than ten days before the election or nom- 
fnation.. Expenses of candidates for the 
Senate are limited to $10.000 and those 
of candidates for\the House to $5,000, and 
Candidates are required to say what 
places or honors they have promised in 
an.effort te influence votes. Personal 
traveling expenses“and official fees do 
not have to be listed. *

CLEVELAND, -Ohio, . Aug.” 17.—While 
whistles tooted, bells rang, and nearly 
150,000 cheered, Harry N. Atwood twice 
passed over Cleveland this afternoon and 
landed at Euclid Beach Park on his flight 
from St. Louis to New York. By his 
flight to-day he shortened the rest of his 
air journey by 123 miles. His actual 
flying time was 2 hours and 20 minutes. 

At 4:30 o'clock the aviator was sighted 
by the thousands along the shore of Lake 
Erie as he passed over West Park, seven 
miles west of the city. Skirting’ the 
shore some 200 feet in the air, he flew to 
the business section of the city, circled 
the big Engineers’ skyscraper, ard then, 
to the surprise of the onlookers, turned 
west again and made a landing at Edge- 
water Park Beach, west.of the square, at 
4:41 o’clock. Atwood thought that was 
his landing place. Finding hjs error, he 
arose again and, slowly flying ‘out on the 
lake, made his way to Buclid Beach, 
where he landed for the night. It was 
then 5:15 o'clock. 

At least 80,000 people had gathered at 
the park to meet him and he got a great 
ovation. Fully 75,000 more saw the flight 
from the Lake Shore in the city, while 
the-shore of Lake Erie all the way from 
Sandusky to Cleveland was lined with 
the curious, who gave the airman a noisy 
welcome,

SELF-DEFENSE, WIFE SAYS 


Feared That He Would Kill Her—Ful- 
lum Inherited Two Fortunes and 
Owned Race Horses. 


PATCHOGUE, lL. L, Aug. 17.—Thomas 
Fullum, who up to a year ago was a 
track bookmaker, was shot and per 
mortally wotnded by his wife in their 
home in Williams Avenue to-day. The

His 
wife took him to task, the police say, for 
remaining out nights and Fullum resented 
this. The woman grabbed a revolver 
and shot her husband, the bullet pene- 
trating the left side, above the heart. 

Fullum drepped to the floor and his 
wife ran screaming from the house. 
Neighbors who had heard the quarrel and 
the shooting which followed found Fullym 
lying unconscious. on. the floor, Drs. 
Willis and Warner, who live. close by, 
were summoned and succeeded in staunch- 
ing the flow of blood. 

They said the man was very weak from 
the loss of blood and they. had been un- 
able to probe for the bullet. They de- 
clared his condition serious,

Last- year he bought a fine 
home here. By the death of the late 
Judge John Delmar of Brooklyn about 
fifteen years ago Fullum inherited a good- 
sized fortune, and according to his friends 
he lived high and bougnt a string of race 
horses on which he lost money. When 
Mrs. Delmar, his aunt, died two years 
ago, Fullum reteived close to $100,000. 

He married Adelaide Hyatt, who was 
with one of the Weber.companies. The 
couple have one child. Fullum is 80 years 
old, and his wife the same age.

Confidence In Government and Pros- 
perity Never Higher, Says Dady.

HAVANA, Aug. 17,—Michael J. Dady, 
the Brooklyn contractor, who through 
the Houston Syndicate, the American 
concessionaires, has undertaken to ef- 
fect improvements in Cuban harbors 
and ports which are ‘to cost upward of 
$7,000,000, arrived this morning to start 
work with four great dredges.

Costello dragged her out 
of the path of the auto, and. he was not 
injured. Freeman was later arrested and 
taken to the West Thirty-seventh Street 
Station, where he was detained on the 
charge of homicide, following the death 
of Mrs. Costello, to await the action of 
the Coroner. 

Mrs. Costello, with her grandson, left her 
home to do some sho g. As shé was 
crossing the tracks of the Ninth Avenue 
surface railway she heard the clang of 
an approaching car. She hurried from 
the northbound to. the southbound track

the path of the auto. 

Freeman ‘swerved bis car fh: a vain ef- 
fort to avoid striking Mrs. Costello; and 
ran into a supporting pillar of the ‘ele- 
vated railway.

A crowd of sév- 
eral. hundred persons gathered about the 
scene of the accident. The auto was 
towed to a garage for repairs.

SCANT HOPE FOR LUSITANIA 


Liverpool Sailings To-day: Seem Out of 
Question — Some Americans to 
Seek Continental Ports.

LONDON, Aug. 17.—With the rail- 
road strike begun the position ag re- 
gards Americans who wish to return 
home becomes extremely’ serious. It 
is practically certain that Liverpool as 


a port of departure is impossible for 
some time to come. Unless sdmething 
very unexpected happens there is ap- 
parently not the slightest chanee that 
the Lusitania will sail Saturday, ail- 
though the Cunard officials are unwill- 
ing to admit it. 

How far the trouble affects other 
ports, such as Southampton, Dover, and 
Tilbury, remains unknown until it is 
seen how effective. the strike. will be. 
Officials of. steamship companies which 
use these ports believe to-night that 
they will be able to get their passen- 
gers aboard in the usual way, but ad- 
mit that the situation looks serious. 
The next. twenty-four hours ought to 
prove an indéx of the extent of the 
trouble, 

Elaborate measures are beirig taken 
by the Hamburg-American Line of- 
ficials to get passengers on board the 
Kaiserin Auguste Victoria, which calls 
at Southampton to-morrow. They-hove 
that the boat-trains will leave Water- 
loo as usual, but, should the strike pre- 
vent this, the company. is. arranging 
for a large fleet of automobiles to take 
passengers down from London by the 
road. In case this step is nécessary, to 
avoid delay the Kaiserin’s commander 
will be notified by wireless to proceed 
to Cherbourg first and then to South- 
ampton, and thus give a few hours’ 
grace to the motor car contingent 
bound for the English port.

Mr, Nathan, who. was 84 years old,

‘He had been under the care of Dr. Klein 
for about a month. She told the police 
she had every reason to think her patient 
was on the road to recovery and added 
that he seemed in an unusually happy 
frame of mind on Wednesday night. Dr. 
Klein said he seemed to be in complete 
control of all his faculties. 

It was after 11 o'clock when Mr. Nathan 
retired. That he had made up his mind to 
kill himself, probably hours before he 
went to bed, was irfdivated by the careful 
way_he prepared for his death.

Good German beer is, assuredly, as 
good as beer can be, and large numbers 
of relatively good consume 
they would 
enjoy better health without it, and ac- 


jeomplish more in the conflict of life, 


many .well-informed. persons do not 
hesitate to say.’ But we need not go 
so far as that.. England, by the way, 
is also, professedly,.a beer drinking na- 
tion. The glory of its malt lMquors ts 
historic. That the British workingman 
“must have his pot 0” beer” is the 
conviction of the British economist, the 
contention of statesmen. British Deer, 
however, is much heavier than German 
beer, and when it is not good it is ex- 
tremely bad. The British workingman 
often consumes his daily quart or more 
of @readful stuff, bitter, sour, and ill- 
smelling. Probably it is as bad for 
his health as gin or whisky. 

Mr. FirzGrraty’s new-born {fea ts 
that people in America should drink 
more beer and less whisky. It is not a 
bad idea, if its two parts are taken 
together. To drink more beer and just 
as much whisky, however, would be 
very bad for the American people. It 
would be a great deal better for them 
to give up whisky altogether, and then 
to reduce gradually their allowance of 
beer. Mr. FimrzGERatn’s own town, we 
believe, is not especially fond of beer. 
Boston prefers Medford rum or whisky. 
But there fs plenty of beer drinking all 
over the country, and it is not to be 
regarded as ea means of enlightenment 
or influential tm the social wuplift. 
Mayor Frrzczratp should urge his fel- 
low-citizens to use all intoxicants spar- 
ingly, and to {mitate no example of 
effete Europe. 


THE BRITISH STRIKES. 

Tt has heen estimated that in the 
United States the organizations of labor 
comprise one-tenth of the working 
class, for all of which the unions as- 
sume to speak, although not even the 
British unions are more ferocious to- 
ward unorganized labor than our own. 
The British railway workers whose 
threat to strike generally matured yes- 
terday are estimated at under a half 
million, of whom 100,000 are said to be 
members of the societies whose execu- 
tives resolved upon this action. There 
are said to be 70,000 other railway 
workers, members of other unions, and 
the entire funds available to support 
@ strike suffice for eight weeks. There 
are several cities in the United King- 
dom whose food supplies will be ex- 
hausted in less than as many days. 
When France was passing through a 
similar crisis, which was especially se- 
vere in the electrical industry, Yves 
Guyot estimated the strikers at 10,600, 
for whose benefit 564,000 workmen con- 
tributed. The disproportion between 
these two totals is less than the dis- 
proportion of the larger to the national 
population. Yet in one nation as in 
another these minorities of minorities 
assume to dictate to larger numbers of 
their equals, if not betters, in manner 
everywhere obnoxious to the condemna- 
tion of Yves Guyot in these words:

THE SUBWAY DECISION... 

Justice Forp very properly decies 
that the manner in which the subway 
is being constructed is. not criminal. 
“ Nothing reflects upon the integrity of 
any public official.” The charge was 
that the building of this subway inthis 
manner was worse than a crime, being 
a blunder of incalculable proportions. 
The opinion of the Justice emphasizes 
the importance of proceeding’ in a man- 
ner to prevent the undertaking break- 
ing down in the middle, which is the 
only thing capable of worse results 
than proceeding ‘to the end as planned. 
This subway is being built to fit a par- 
ticular operator. To build the subway 
from city funds, and then to discover 
tltat the nature of the operating con- 
tract invalidates it, is to invite a catas- 
trophe. The Justice Himself does not 
discredit the idea that the nature of 
the contract is open to criticism on the 
ground of violating the constitutional 
prohibition of fending the city’s credit, 
and that the nature of the public bid- 
ding provided for is of doubtful legality 
through making a contract on which 
there can be but one bidder. But he 
says it is premature to raise these 
questions at this time. 

‘With all deference, this ts the very 
time to raise them, and they ought to 
be raised by the city in its own inter- 
ests, and in the interest of the plan 
itself. It is mot opposing the plan to 
say ‘that its legal form ought to be 
assured from the very begirning,. and 
that there ought to be ho commit- 
ments on the acale of a quarter of a 
billion dollars until the last doubt has 
been removed. These practical sugges- 
tions are all the stronger because the 
city is proceeding in its customary 
manner of making mistakes first and 
then remedying them. If the objection 
shoula be delayed until the time the 
Justice specifies, the city authorities 
themselves ought to hasten that time 
and test the point of which he speaks. 
By avoiding the issue, and by proceed- 
ing to commit the city by the expendi- 
ture of sums so vast that the city can- 
not afford to retreat, the authorities 
betray a consciousness of the weakness 
of their case.

PROHIBITIVE ROYALTIES. 

The report that Mr. Anpreas Dre- 
pet, director of the Chicago Opera 
Company, will drop the popular operas 
of Giacomo Pucctnt from his repertory 
next Winter seems to be well founded. 
Pucctn1 is the world’s favorite com- 
poser in this hour, but a profitable sea- 
son of opera can be conducted without 
any of his works, and the money de- 
manded for their performance can be 
well used to strengthen performances 
of other works on which the royalties 
are’ not so huge. We have heard it 
said that Pucctni’s agents have been 
raising their prices in America until 
they have become practically prohibi- 
tive, except perhaps for the Metropoli- 
eee 
ceipts are the rule. 

Of course; no such royalties are re- 
ceived, or asked, in Europe. There is 
no good reason why the royalties for 
the performances of an opera should 
be higher here than in the composer's 
native land. Singers are paid more 
here, and the increased payment is not 
unreasonable. They are compelled to 
cross the stormy ocean>-and their sur- 
roundings in the United States are be- 
lHeved to be uncongenial, though most 
of them seem to get along very well. 
The cost of living, too, is much higher 
here than foreign operatic artists are 
used to, Conductors, therefore, and all 
musicians, vocal and instrumental, ex- 
pect to be largely rewarded for services 
performed on this side of the Atlantic. 
But the fee paid for performing an 
opera {nm Milan, or Berlin should suffice 
to pay for ® performance in any city 
in. any country. The — suffers 
no sea change. ?

A special grievance against the man- 
agers of the Chicago meeting is that 
they failed to abandon their programme 
for the rest of the day after BapGER was 
killed.

Too Much Democracy Seems to Have 
Precipitated the “Crisis. 


To the Raditor of The New York Times: 

Although tn a general way the extrava- 
gence of the wealthy is largely responsi- 
ble for unrest in the laboring classes of 
Burope, the following recent events in 
England may be responsible for the pres- 
ent outbreak: (1) The overtfrow by. the 
Government coalition of a mumber’ of 
England's long-standing customs; (2) the 
fact that the British Government has now 
become practically a one-chamber rule, 
and (3) the frequent talk about the ref- 
erendum, giving the people the mistaken 
idea that they are better fitted to decide

It seems to me that the time has come

SQUABBLE OVER CHARTER. 


Assemblyman Foley and W. F. Allen 
Exchange Some Personal Opinions. 


Assemblyman James A. Foley, Chair- 
man of the Cities Committee of the 
Assembly, sent a letter yesterday to Will- 
fam F. Allen, Director of the Bureau of 
Municipal Research, criticising him for 
attacks on the proposed new. city charter.
